I should  like  to  thank  both  these  gentlemen  as  well  as  the 
present  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and 
the  Council's  Officers  for  their  encouragement  and  help  during 
my  first  year  in  this  appointment.

ALTON  RURAL'  DISTRICT 

There  has  "been  little  change  in  the  District  during  the  past 
year#  ihe  'new  town’  project  in  the  Bordon  neighbourhood  remains 
shelved  but  a start  has  been  made  on  planning  a more  limited  "new 
village"  area  between  Bordon  and  Whitehill.  " There  has  been 
considerable  private  development  in  most  parishes*  notably  at 
Lindford  and  also  at  Pour  Marks  and  Medsteado

GENERAL  COMMENTS  ON  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

In  general*  the  health  of  the  District  remained  good.  There  is 
evidently  a certain  amount  of  concealed  Sonne  dysentery  among  the 
very  rural  residents  which  is  very  difficult  to  track  downQ  ‘ The 
major  infectious  incidents  arose  among  calves  and  chickens  in  intensive 
rearing  establishment s and  caused  some  concern*  not  only  for  the  human 
workers  but  also  for  the  consumers  of  the  resulting  meat. 

The  death  rate  was  higher  than  of  recent  years*  the  increase 
oeing  mainly  in  the  upper  age  groups  and  in  circulatory  diseases. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  was  extended  to  the  Binsted-Bentley 
area  and  now  covers  the  whole  of  the  District.  It  has  been  of  the 

utmost  service  and  the  recipients  have  genuinely  appreciated  the 
trouble  to  which  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service  members  have  gone  to 
bring  it  into  being. 


The  Selborne  sewerage  scheme  is  progressing  satisfactorily  but 
a large  part  of  the  District  is  still  unsewered.  The  connection  of 
the  Hindhead  main  drainage  scheme  (from  Surrey)  to  the  District’s 
system  has  raised  the  load  on  the  Lindford  disposal  works,  almost  to 
capacity. 

Caravan  sites  remain  a problem. 

Measures  are  in  hand  to  remove  one  of  the  worst  ones*  linked  with 
a scheme  by  Hampshire  County  Council  to  establish  a rehabilitation  centr 
for  caravan  dwellers.  The  accommodation  for  this  is  provided  by  the 
Rural  District  in  a former  army  camp. 

.-wen  the  good  sites*  however,  represent  an  insatiable  demand  for 
Council  housing,  often  from  people  with  no  connection  whatever  with  the 
District.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


MEASLES 

k67  cases  were  notified.  This  is  the  highest  outbreak  since 
*1959  (536  cases)  and  comes  on  top  of  the  284  cases  in  1964>  which 
should  have  been  a year  of  low  incidence. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

13  cases  were  notified  - 9 in  the  first  quarter.  One  child 
was  aged  6 months  and  another  17  months.  There  is  no  record  of 
immunisation  for  either  of  them. 


SCARLET  FEVER 

There  were  10  cases;  one  of  6 months.  The  numbers  have  risen 
steadily  since  1962  but  no  severe  illness  occurred. 


DYSENTERY 


Onlv  5 cases  were  notified. 

There  were  two  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  involving  the  same  group 
of  families  ana  8 cases  of  dysentery  were  found  during  the  investig- 
ations^ another  group  of  families,  giardia  lamhlia  was  found. 


WINTER  VOMITING 

Outbreaks  occurred  in  two  of  the  local  schools  during  the  autumn 
with  absence  rates  up  to  30-40$. 

FOOD  POISONING 

There  was  one  incident,  involving  Salmonella  bispebj erg.  Tne 

patient  was  an  airline  pilot  who  contracted  the  disease  overseas.

VENEREAL  DISEASE 


No  cases  of  Syphilis  were  reported. 

There  were  two  of  Gonorrhoea  and  ten  of  other  conditions. 

Five  of  the  twelve  patients  were  under  20  years  of  age  and  eigh 

were  female. 

The  figures  are  small  and,  of  course,  may  not  be  complete, 
relative  scarcity  of  males  strongly  suggests  this. 
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ANIMAL  DISEASES 


There  were  two  outbreaks  of  Salmonel  infection  among  calves 
in  the  same  intensive  rearing  establishment,,  The  first  was  due 
to  Salmonella  dull in  and  the  second  to  Salmonella  typhimurium. 

There  were  no  human  cases  and  stool  sampling  among  the  staff  was 

negative. 

There  was  also  an  outbreak  in  a chicken  rearing  establishment 
which  necessitated  stringent  precautions  in  the  slaughtering  and 
processing  factory  situated  in  an  adjoining  District. 

There  have  been  similar  outbreaks  in  other  years  in  calf  and 
chicken  farms  and  obvio  n w iblishments  are  potential  sources 

of  infection,  I am  grateful  to  t e ter inary  officers  of  the 

Ministry  of  Agriculture,  l'1  ?ies  and  Fo<  for  their  co-operation 
in  notifying  the  animal  infections*

DOMESTIC  DRAINAGE

steadily  as  also  did  the  provision  of  new  septic  tank  systems  in 
areas  not  provided  with  sewers. 

Details  of  sewer  connections  are  shown  in  Table  2 in  the 
Statistical  Section  of  this  report. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD 

Food  and  Drug  legislation  divides  enforcement  provisions 
between  District  Councils  and  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities.  The 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  this  District  is  the  Hampshire  Comity 
Council . 

Generally  speaking  the  division  is  that  the  District  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  provisions  regarding  purity  of  food,  i.e. , 
fitness  for  human  consumption,  whereas  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
is  responsible  for  the  provisions  relating  to  adulteration,  mis- 
representation, labelling  and  the  like.  Sundry  complaints  regard- 
ing foreign  bodies  in  food  are  immediately  referred  to  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority. 

A report  on  the  work  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  appears 
later  on  in  this  section. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  The  Slaughter- 
house Act  of  1556  required  each  local  authority  to  review  and  report 
to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  existing 
and  future  requirements  of  their  respective  districts  for  slaughter- 
house facilities,  and  on  the  facilities  either  available  or  likely 
to  become  available  to  meet  these  requirements. 

It  was  considered,  after  due  consultation  with  interested 
parties,  that  the  existing  facilities  in  neighbouring  and  nearby 
districts  were  adequate  and  a report  was  made  accordingly. 

Foodstuffs  inspected  in  shops  and  stores  and  surrendered  for 
condemnation  were  as  shown  in  Table  3 in  the  Statistical  Section 
of  this  report,, 

With  canned  foods,  the  usual  causes  of  unfitness  for  human 
consumption  were  either  defects  in  the  containers,  resulting  in 
simple  decomposition  or  bacterial  or  chemical,  action  within  the 
food  itself  due  mainly  to  incomplete  sterilisation  of  the  contents 
during  processing  or  chemical  inter-action,  resulting  in  the 
production  of  gas  and  subsequent  blowing  of  the  containers. 

Surrender  of  the  frozen  food  was  occasioned  through  breakdowns 
of  refrigerators,  mostly  happening  over  weekends.

Eleven  samples  or  articles  other  than  milk  were  of1  satisfactory 
composition  except  in  one  case  which,  concerned,  a so-called  Natural 
Black  Currant  Juice®  The  sample  contained  only  35  per  cent  of  black  | 
currant  juice,  with  added  sugar,  colouring  matter  and  preservative 
and  should  more  properly  been  described  as  "Black  Currant  Syrup". 

The  complaint  was  taken  up  with  the  packer  and  the  Company  respons- 
ible for  marketing  the  product.  Prom  the  inquiries  made,  it  appeared 
that  a genuine  mi  sunders tan dang  had  arisen  on  the  part  of  the  market- 
ing organisation  to  whom  the  significance  of  the  description  applied 
to  the  product  had  not  been  apparent.  New  labels  were  prepared 
immediately  following  the  interview  with  the  firnrs  representatives 
and  an  undertaking  was  given  that  further  supplies  would  not  be  sent 
out  until  they  had  all  been  re-labelled.  The  original  label  had 
been  used  for  only  a short  time  and,  having  regard  to  all  the  circum- 
stances, the  matter  was  dealt  with  by  a warning. 

Two  complaints  which  arose  in  the  District  regarding  contamin- 
ated food  resulted  in  legal  proceedings  being  taken.  One  case 
affected  a bun-round  which  contained  a screw  and  the  other  a loaf 
of  bread  in  which  a dead  beetle  was  found.  Pines  of  £35 , with 
£9.  3-  6.  costs,  and  £20,  with  £15  costs,  were  imposed  respectively 
against  the  two  bakery  firms  responsible. 

Certain  matters  relating  to  the  labelling  of  pre-packed  food 
which  did  not.  appear  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Labelling 
of  Pood  Order  were  taken  up  with  the  packers  responsible,  with  a 
view  to  suitable  amendments  being  secured.  Also,  attention  was 
given  to  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  in 
respect  of  the  furnishing  of  particulars  with  medicines  and  generally 
to  advertisements  and  descriptions  applied  to  food  and  drugs® 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949*  the  primary 
ibligation  is  upon  the  Council  to  ensure  that,  so  far  as  it  is 
practicable,  its  area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice.  The  Act 
loes  not  relieve  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises  of  their  respon- 
sibility for  the  actual  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 

In  accordance  with  the  above*  the  Council* s Pest  Control  Officer 
lakes  regular  inspections  of  agricultural,  industrial  and  commercial 
>roperties,  drawing  the  attention  of  occupiers  to  any  infestation  by 
these  rodents,  and  advising  when  necessary  on  methods  of  treatment  etc. 

Although  a general  service  of  treatment  is  not  given,  it  is 
i'ound  desirable  in  some  cases  affecting  such  premises,  particularly 
/here  the  infestations  affect  more  than  one  property,  for  a treatment 
service  to  be  given  upon  charge  on  an  "ad  hoc"  basis.  Other  than. 

/his,  no  contract  work  is  undertaken. 

As  regards  private  houses,  however,  a free  treatment  service  is 
liven  upon  request. 

For  details  of  general  infestations  and  treatments  see  Table  4 
,n  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report. 

The  tables  relate  only  to  the  number  of  properties  inspected 
md/or  treated  and  not  to  the  number  of  actual  inspections  or  visits, 
treatments  always  involve  several  visits  during  the  work  and  follow-up 
risits  subsequently  to  ensure  total  clearance  of  infestation. 

The  Council  properties  are  visited  regularly  once  a month  and 
:>ftener  if  found  necessary. 
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There  are  no  problems  Involved  in  sewer  infestations  as  all  the 
sewers  are  post-war,, 

Periodically  test  baits  are  laid  in  the  more  vulnerable  sections 
but  so  far  no  ’’takes"  have  been  recorded..  Should  at  any  time  a "take" 
be  found,  then  the  whole  of  the.  affected  system  would  be  treated,. 

As  with  water  supply  and  sewerage,  the  Military  Authorities  have 
their  own  arrangements  for  rodent  control  in  Bordon  and  Iongmoor  Camps, 
but  whenever  necessary  the  Council’s  Pest  Control  Officer  co-operates 
with  the  Military  Authorities  in  problem  cases* 

In  addition  to  the  service  of  rodent  control,  assistance  was 
also  given  to  the  public  in  connection  with  other  infestations  as

SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  in  the  District,  but  there 

are  three  restricted  use  pools* 

One,  in  Bordon  Camp,  is  for  the  use  of  military  personnel  and 
families  only,  and  is  under  constant  supervision  by  the  Army  Hygiene 

Section., 

Another,  at  Grayehctt  School,  is  for  the  use  of  the  school 
children  only,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teaching  staff*  It  has 
a filtration  and  chlorination  plant* 

The  third  is  at  Lord  Mayer  Treloar  College,  Froyle,  for  the  use 

of  the  collegers  and  staff* 

Samples  taken  from  the  above  for  bacteriological  analysis  were 

found  to  be  satisfactory* 


PDT  ANIMALS  ACT,  *.951  * 

One  shop  is  licensed  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  195U 

Visits  were  r ade  during  the  year  without  any  cause  for  action 

being  found* 
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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  196  ^ 

This  new  Act  cane  .into  force  on  the  1st  January «,  1964s,  and 
requires  that  no  person  shall  keep  a boarding  establishment  for 
animals  except  under  the  authority  of  a licence  granted  by  the  local 
authority  m accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act® 

The  licence  has  conditions  attached  to  it  requiring  safeguards 
as  to  sanitation  and  the  safety  and  health  of  dogs  and  cats  boarded 
on  the  premises® 

During  the  year*  10  applications  were  received'  varying  from  the 
largest,  to  board  100  dogs  and  25  cats,  to  the  smallest,  to  board 
6 dogs®  These  premises  were  duly  inspected,  advice  given  where 
necessary,  and  all  issued  with  the  appropriate  licence. 

Re-visits  during  the  year  revealed  nothing  requiring  formal 
action. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960® 

The  above  Act  came  into  force  in  November,  I960,  and  under 
Section  1,  noise  or  vibration  which  would  amount  to  a nuisance  at 
common  law,  becomes  a statutory  nuisance  which  can  be  dealt  with 
according  to  the  procedure  provided  in  Part  III  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936® 

Apart  from  statutory  action  by  a local  authority,  three  or 
more  occupiers  of  land  or  premises  who  are  aggrieved  by  a noise 
or  vibration  nuisance  may  make  a complaint  to  a magistrate. 

The  Act  does  not  apply  to  noise  or  vibration  caused  by  aircraft 
or  by  statutory  undertakers  in  the  exercise  of  their  powers. 

No  statutory  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year® 


PETROLEUM  ACTS 

In  1964  the  licensing  procedure  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
was  amended  so  as  to  issue  a licence  for  petroleum  mixtures  separate 
from  petroleum  spirit® 

86  petroleum  spirit  storage  licences  and  10  petroleum  mixture 
storage  licences  were  issued  during  the  year® 

A total  of  8 new  tanks  was  installed  during  the  year®  These 
were  constructed  and  tested  in  accordance  with  the  Home  Office  model 
condi tions® 

One  additional  mixtures  store  was  licensed® 


ACCOMMODATION  FOR  HOP-PICKERS 

Control  over  accommodation  for  hop-pickers  provided  by  farmers 
is  by  means  of  Byelaws  made  by  the  Council  under  Section  270  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

These  Byelaws  contain  provisions  relating  to  repair,  cleanliness, 
overcrowding,  cooking  and  sanitary  facilities,  and  water  supply  etc. 

The  number  of  huts  in  use  and  of  pickers  employed  has  declined 
enormously  since  the  installation  of  hop-picking  machines  which  are 
operated  mainly  by  local  labour. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  such  premises  in  the  District. 


RENT  ACTo  1957. 

There  were  two  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair 
received  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  in  both  cases 
undertakings  to  carry  out  repairs  were  given  by  the  owner. 


FACTORIES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Acts,  the  District 
Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
regarding  sanitary  accommodation  in  all  factories  and  in  all 
factories  where  mechanical  power  is  not  used,  the  provisions  with 
respect  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  workroom  temperature  and 
ventilation,  and  floor  drainage. 

The  particulars  prescribed  on  the  administration  of  the  Acts 
are  shown  in  Table  5 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report. 


THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 


The  above  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1964*  and 
placed  responsibility  for  enforcement  as  respecting  different 
classes  of  premises  on  different  authorities  as  follows:- 

General  Provisions  (Sections  4/27  and  14.6/50) 


Premises  owned  or  occupied  bys- 

(1 ) The  Crown,  local  authorities,

The  general  provisions  enforceable  by  the  District  Council  in 
premises  for  which  they  are  responsible  are  those  relating  to  the 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  employees,  i8e0,  cleanliness,  over- 
crowding, temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  and  washing 
facilities,  water  supply  etc.  - 

By  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  (Commencement 
No.  1)  Order,  1964*  sections  of  the  Act  were  brought  into  operation 
as  from  the  dates  specified. 

The  most  important  provisions,  operating  from  the  1st  May,  1964* 
were  for  the  registration  of  premises  with  the  enforcing  authority 
and  the  application  for  and  grant  of  certificates  of  exemption  from 
certain  requirements  of  the  Act. 

Regulations  as  to  sanitary  and  washing  facilities  operate  from 
the  1st  January,  1966. 

There  are  also  provisions  for  the  investigation  of  accidents 
to  employees,  for  the  fencing  of  dangerous  machinery,  and  for  the 
giving  of  information  to  employees. 
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An  annual  statistical  report  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Labour  in  accordance  with  Section  60  of  the  Act,  and 
Table  6 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report  gives  the  inform- 
ation submitted  direct  to  the  Minister . \ 

l't  must  be  emphasised  that  the  statistics  refer  only  to  premises 
re gi s t e r e d wi t h the  Council. 

Registration  is  only  necessary  where  there  are  employees  and 
the  sum  of  hours  normally  worked  each  week  b,y  all  employees  exceeds 
21.  Registration  is  also  not  necessary  where  the  only  persons 
employed  are  close  relatives  of  the  employer.

LIGHTING 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  asked  for  a special  report  on  lighting 
standards  relating  to  inspections  made  during  the  last  three  months 
of  1965,  and,  in  addition,  detailed  information  on  the  lighting  of 
premises  inspected  during  the  month  of  November,  196.5® 

The  general  impression  of  lighting  standards  reached  was  that 
the  modern  well-equipped  offices  and.  shops  have  a good  general 
standard  of  lighting.  The  older  types  of  premises,  particularly 
the  traditional  "English”  shop,  has  inadequate  lighting,  based  on 
the  I.  E.  8.  code  standard,  per  a Weston  photometer  No.  S*  8.5 . In 
almost  all  shops  the  lighting  standards  in  the  selling  areas  are 
far  higher  than  in  the  working  areas,  storerooms  as  a general  rule 
having  very  poor  lighting.  Staircases  and  corridors  also  are 
usually  very  poorly  lit  and  the  location  of  lights  very  often  bad. 

During  November,  19  office  rooms  were  inspected  and  detailed 
photometer  readings  taken  with  the  following  results:-

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS  FOR  HOUSING 

The  Housing  Act*  1 96a « which  came  into  operation  on  the  16th 
August,  1964*  amended  the  law  as  to  financial  assistance  for  the 
improvement  of  houses  (standard  grants). 

The  full  standard  amenities  were  slightly  amended  and  provision 
was  made  for  the  making  of  ’’reduced"  standard  grants  where  it  is  not 
practicable  at  reasonable  provide  the  full  standard  amenities. 

The  amount  of  grant  payable  remains  at  one -half  of  the  cost 
incurred  in  providing  the  amenities  subject  to  an  upper  limit  of 
grant.  The  existing  1 i mi. t of  £1 .55  is  retained  but  a higher  limit 
of  up  to  £350  is  authorised  m defined  circumstances. 

When  computing  the  cost  of  works  after  completion,  the  cost  of 
dual-purpose  fittings  may  now  be  apportioned  and  the  cost  of  a 
professional  adviser  may  be  included. 

The  conditions  applying  to  all  grants  are  amended  in  that  the 
period  for  which  conditions  are  required  to  be  observed  has  been 
reduced  from  ten  years  to  three  years  and  the  rent  limit  amended  for 
de-cont.ro lied  properties,  the  new  maximum  being  based  on  the  1963 
gross  value. 

PI  SCRET I ONAR Y GRAN'l  S 

The  "discretionary"  grant  scheme  after  a slow  start  got  well 
under  way  in  1954  and  applications  over  the  years  came  in  steadily 
as  shown  in  Table  No.  7 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report 
which  shows,  per  year,  the  number  of  dwellings  concerned  in  such 
applications,  the  total  cost  of  the  improvement  works  and  the  amount 
of  grant  made.  It  will  be  noticed  that  applications  have  decreased 
since  the  advent  of  standard  grants. 

The  discretionary  grant  scheme  which  requires  a comprehensive 
standard  of  fitness  and  amenities  upon  completion  of  the  works  allows 
of  a 50%  grant  towards  the  cost  of  improvements  subject  to  a maximum 
grant  of  £400. 

Table  No.  8 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report  shows,,, 
per  year,  per  dwelling,  the  average  cost  of  improvements  and  the 
average  amount  of  grant  made. 

Table  No.  9 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report  shows, 
year  by  year,  the  occupancies  of  the  dwellings  for  which  discretion- 
ary grants  were  approved. 

Table  No.  10  in  the  Statistical  Section  of 'this  report  shows* 
year  by  year,  the  localities  in  which  houses  were  improved  with  the 
aid  of  discretionary  grants.  This  table  refers  only  to  completed 
schemes.
